It has 
the power to hear all complaints of 
rates and to order a new rate if the 
existing one be found to be unreason- 
able or discriminative.

sion has power" in certain cases to 
take 
the 
initiative to make rates 


without complaints, bur. a full hearing 
must be had and all acts of the com- 
mission are subject to review in the 
circuit courts. 
The measure is look- 


ed upon asMittlch less radical than was 
expected. 
Senator Frear introduced 


the second rate commission 
bill in 


the assembly. It is the committee bill 
of two years ago with slight modifica- 
tions. 
In its essential features the bill 


provides for an appointive commis- 
sion with full power to make and ap- 
ply rates, the commission having the 
power to act upon complaint of ship- 
pers or to take the initiative itself, 
investigate and change th,e rates fix- 
ed by the railroads. 
Some members 


of the committees had not seen the 
bill before it was presented to them 
last night and besides desiring time 
to examine it are favorable to a meas- 
ure less radical in its provisions than 


opposed to an appointive commission, 
preferring that the commissioners be 


• elected by the people. They also op- 
pose the delegating of so large pow- 
ers to the commission, expressing the 
belief that it is dangerous and. un- 
wise. 
They prefer that the commis 


sion have no larger power than to 
make changes in the rates when the 
rates are provn upon complaint to be 
unjust, unreasonably 
or 
discrimina- 


tory. 


The assembly committee is expect- 


ed to be nearly unanimous for the 
administration bill but

committee is said to be five to four in 
favor of the bill.'The senators known

The Democratic measure offered as 


a substitute for the Townsend-Esch 
bill was defeated by a vote of 151 to 
1SG, five Democrats voting against it. 


Leaders Close Debate. 


Representative Williams of 
Mis- 


sissippi, the minority leader, closed 
the three days' debate for the Demo- \ 
crats, advocating the adoption of the 
Davey bill. 
He was 
followed 
by 


Colonel Hepburn, chairman of the 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce, in favor of the Townsend- 
Esch bill. 
Colonel Hepburn's speech 


was largely devoted to "squaring him- 
self," and in proving that the bill 
lie had introduced was not a railroad 
measure. He asserted that the entire 
bill, with the exception of two words, 
had been written by Attorney General 
Moody, and had the sanction, and ap- 
proval of the President. 


Members of both parties had been 


instructed by the party whips to be 
in their seats promptly at 3 o'clock, 
when the voting would begin. That 
instructions were

was shown by the vote. 
Of a total 


membership of 3SG, with one vacancy 
caused by death, 343 votes were polled 
on the bill, excluding the members 
who we'.'e paired and voted "present."

Provisions of the Bill. 


The main provisions of the Town- 


sc-nrt-Eseh bill are as follows: 


The interstate commerce commis- 


sion is enlarged from five to seven 
members, empowered to declare any 
existing passenger-or freight' rates un- 
reasonable or unjustly discriminatory, 
and to fix a just and reasonable rate, 
which becomes, operative thirty days 
after notice. 
Within . sixty days the 


carrier may appeal to -a. "court of 
transportation." 


When the rate substituted is a. joint 


rate, and carrier.-fav'v to. agree on ap- 
portion-raent, the'commlssion may de-. 
clare it part 'of the original order.. 


A fine of ?5,000 a day is imposed-for 


each day o£ violation of the rulings. 
A court' of transportation to be com- 
posed of five United States circuit 
judges is provided. 


In every suit brought in the court 


of transportation to enforce orders the 
findings of fact reported by the com- 
mission shall be received as prima 
facie evidence. 
Both the court of 


transportation 
and the commission, 


are empowered to compel attendance 
of witnesses. 


Appeals may be .taken to the Su- 


preme court within tiling days from 
the date of entry of the decree of tho 
court of transportation.

SAVED FABMERS 


EXPERIMENTS IN COLLEGE OF 


AGRICULTURE ARE 


USEFUL. 


ADD TO THE STATE'S WEALTH 


Annual Saving to Farmers From Oat 


Smut and In Barl<ey Crops 


Is Very Great. 


Madison, \Yis.-If one of the pro- 


fessors In the laboratories of the Col- 
lose of Agriculture of the University 
of'Wisconsin had announced ten years 
as;o that the simple -tests which he 
was making would, in the next few 
years, result in the saving of' over, 
$40.000,000 to the farmers of Wiscon- 
sin, this prediction would no doubt 
3iave been'received with- a smile of 
incredulity. 
To increase the 
great 


crop of a single grain, such as outs, 
by nearly 20 per cent seemed too good 


' to be true. But the seemingly impos- 


sible is sometimes brought to pass, 
and the experiments in the preven- 
tion 
oC oat smut which have been 


carried on at the College of Agricul- 
ture have produced these remarkable 
results, in saving to the farmers ot' 
the state over $40,000.000. 
When it 


is remembered that Wisconsin ranks 
among the' greatest oat 
producing 


states in the country, and each .year 
over two and one-half million acres 
of land are sown with oats, which 
produce a crop worth annually from 
$25,00(0,000 ;to $30,000,000, the true 
signifiance of these results is evident, 
for investigation shows that before 
the -university method of prevei^ing 
oat smut was generally adopted, the 
loss to 'the oat crop of Wisconsin 
generally equalled IS per cent. This 
waste of nearly one-fifth of the- crop 
meant to the farmers of the state an 
annual loss of 18,000,000 bushels of 
oats, or in round numbers nearly $5,- 
OUO.OOO. 


Barley Crops Also Affected 


These experiments affected not on- 


ly the oat crop, but also barley rais- 
ing. 
Wisconsin produces about 15,- 


000,000 bushels of barley annually, 
and is-thus one of the great barley 
states of the union. 
The university 


experiment station found that the an- 
nual loss in the barley crop due to 
smut amounts to over 000,000 bushels. 
As the same preventive can be used 
for both the oat and barley crop, there 
lias been. a.great saving to the far- 
mers annually in the raising of bar- 
ley as a result of these-experiments 
of" the College of Agriculture. 


The Cause of Oat Smut 


Anyone who has worked on a Wis- 


consin farm knows that at threshing 
time when the oat sheaves are being 
fed into the cylinders, there usually 
pours out at ,tlie rear of the machine 
a cloud of smoke-like -dust 
which 


makes the work very disagreeable. 
The average person tmacquainted with 
the exact conditions of the-crop in 
threshing, simply 
considers 
it 
so 


ranch' dust and pays little -attention, 
to it. except as it produces a dlsa-' 
sreealjle choking effect characteristic 
of dust In-general. -Few...realize that

grew and ripened on the oat plants. 
These spores or seeds of the fungus, 
floating about in the air. lodge in the 
oat grains as they come from the 
spout of the separator and remain, 
there until seeding time, when the 
farmer rakes his oat seed to the field 
for sowing. 
The fungus spores, if 


they still'adhere to the grains, as 
they usually do. go into the ground 
with the seed, and there the trouble 
begins. 
Once planted with the seed, 


the fungus spores grow from day to. 
day with the tiny oat plant. 
Each 


sporo sends out a minute tube or pro- 
jection which works its way into the 
tissues of the young oat plant and 
spreads all through it as it grows. In 
this way the fungus live only with- 
in the stem and leaves of the grow- 
ing grain, and the farmer does :iol 
see it as the crop advances towards 
maturity. 
As the seed head forms, 


however, the fungus growth inside the 
plant pushes itself upward and con- 
centrates itself more or less in the 
forming grains. 
Constantly sucking 


the substance from these grains of 
oats, the fungus develops its spores 
or seeds, ,so that instead of a 
full 


head of oats, the farmer has only a 
head of these spores of oat smut. 
Thus the heads of the grain attacked 
by the fungus are entirely wasted for 
no seeds form. A single oat plant will 
produce hundreds of thousands and 
even perhaps a. million of these min- 
ute spores. 
It is these hundreds of 


millions of oat smut spores that, as 
they pass through the separator at 
harvest time, give off the great clouds 
of dust, and then as seeds of the 
fungus, so ,to speak, settle in the 
good grain to begin over again their 
life history of destruction. 


Prevention Brought About 


The history of 
the 
experiments 


which led 1o the prevention of this 
costly blight upon the oat crop is an 
interesting one, as it illustrates how 
the results of pure science may be 
applied to'-the practical problems, such 
as those of agriculture. Many years 
ago a number of scientists devoted 
•much time to the study of many of 
the products found in common wood 
smoke. 
In the course of these stud- 


ies the scientists found one particu- 
lar compound which has come to be 
known as formaldehyde. Another sci- 
entist working along 
other 
i lines, 


made the important discovery' that 
formaldehyde ^"as death 
to 
fungus 


and bacterial life, and as a result, 
this product of ordinary wood smoke 
has become one of the most valuable 
cleansing and 
disinfecting 
agents. 


With these scientific discoveries as a 
basis, Professor Bolley of the North 
Dakota experiment station, searching 
remedies for fungus 
diseases 
of 


plants,. experimented with formalde- 
hyde as a treatment of oat seed. 
To 


his great satisfaction he found that 
under certain conditions seed 
oats 


soaked in a weak formaldehyde solu- 
tion would produce plants that were 
free from the fungus pest.. The Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin experiment sta- 
tion, learning .of this work almost im- 
mediately, saw at once the 
import- 


ance of these experiments to the 
farmers of Wisconsin and without de- 
lay continued Professor Bolley's tests 
on a large scale. 
Late Professor E. 


S. Golf devoted much time and en- 
ergy to these experiments, and 
as 


tne results were 
almost 
uniformly 


-.successful, began.' at once- the- .dissem- 
ination of this very valuable infor- 
mation of the subject to the Wiscon- 
sin 'farmers. 
Professor R. A. Moore' 


of the department of agronomy later 
took charge of the work and at once 
began expensive investigations as to 
the amount j of damage, and the pos- 
sibility of • extending the 
preventive 


treatment rapidly to the farmers of 
the whole state. 


Interesting Tests 


The first step was to estimate the 


area and extent of the damage caus- 
ed by the oat smut. Professor Moore 
visited hundreds of farms in the-var- 
ious counties of the state in order to 
conduct his tests in as wide an area 
as possible. 
In carrying out these 


tests he carried a hoop about the 
size .of an ordinary 
barrel 
hoop, 


which, on entering the field, he cast 
out into the midst of the growing 
grain so that as it fell to the ground 
it dropped over a number of 
oat 


plants. 
Then 
separating 
carefully 


the stalks of grain, he would count 
the number of stems enclosed by the 
hoop and also the number of smutted 
and sound oat heads on these stems. 
By conducting a very large number 
of these tests in all parts of the state, 
he was able to determine with very 
considerable degree cf accuracy the 
percentage of damage done. Profes- 
sor Moore's examination showed that 
on the average, the loss to Wiscon- 
sin farmers in their oat crop during 
a series of years equalled 3S per cen,t. 
Estimating the maximum yield of the 
whole state at 100,000,000 bushels, he 
found that this meant a loss of 18,000,- 
000 bushels of oats, valued in round 
numbers at neraly $5,000,000 annual- 
ly, which was lost to the farmers of 
the state as a result of this blight. 
All damage by oat smut must be re- 
garded practically as a loss to the 
farmer, for he prepared the ground 
for a full oat crop, sows the seed in 
it, and harvests the standing grain. 
The smutted ' worthless stems have 
cost him just, as much as the good 
ones, and hence every smutted head 
is so much seed and work lost. 


Bulletins Sent to Farmers 


The extent of the damage and the 


simple method of preventing it hav- 
inat been found, ihe next step was to 
give the widest of .dissemination to 
this valuable information. 
It was no 


easy problem to reach the hundreds 
of thousands of farmers in the state 
who are raising oats, and give them 
the necessary information 
for 
the 


successful- application of the formal- 
dehyde treatment: 
The first method 


adopted was to prepare a bulletin giv- 
ing the results of 
the 
experiments 


and methods of treating the oat seed. 
Up to the present time over a quar- 
ter of a million of copies of this oat 
smut' bulletin have been sent broad- 
cas_t over the whole state, so that ev- 
ery farmer interested might get this 
valuable information free 
of 
cost. 


Members of the faculty of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture also explained ful- 
ly the means of prevention by the 
formaldehyde 
solution, 
agricultural 


societies, and similar gatherings 
of 


those interested in agricultural enter- 
prises. 


Results of Information 


As a result of the broadcast dis- 


tribution of literature on the subject 
in the form of experiment station bul- 
letins and the papers read and dis- 
cussed at agricultural meetings^ en- 
terprising farmers everywhere in the 


state are now protecting their oat 
crops from the fungus. 
The results 


are that at present over two-thirds of 
the IS per cent loss of the entire crop 
has been prevented. 
Not 
satisfied, 


however, until the blight is practical- 
ly exterminated, the College of Agri- 
culture is slill carrying on the work 
steadily, and information is still be- 
ing disseminated as widely as possi- 
ble among those who do not as yet 
realize the importance? of the formal- 
dehyde prevention. In a few years 
more, it 'is the hope of Dean Henry 
and.his staff, that practically a!! the 
farmers of Wisconsin will be growing 
seed treated with formaldehyde or us- 
ing seed from crop which has been 
so treated, and thereby .the oat fields 
of the stale will practically be freed 
from the, destructive smut. 


Simple Method of Prevention 


The method of treating the seed 


grain is very simple, so simple in 
fact that there is no reason why it 
snould not be universally employed. 
A pint of formaldehyde which costs 
about fifty cents is poured into a bar- 
rel containing some '10 gallons of 
water. The oat. seeds which are plac- 
ed in gunny sacks are let down into 
this barrel and allowed to soak in 
the dilute chemical solution for 
a 


few moments. 
They are then taken 
| out and- dried, after which they are 
! ready for sowing without any further 
treatment/ Thus the cost to the far- 
mer is scarcely more than a cent a 
bushel; which is certainly very-little 
when compared with the destructive- 
ness of the blight and the great loss 
which it entails. 


Science Applied to Agriculture 


- These experiments in the preven- 
tion .of oat smut illustrate admirably 
the application of scientific discov- 
ery and experiments to the practical 
economic 
and. industrial 
problems. 


Had it not been for-the discovery by 
experimental chemists in Germany of 
the wood smoke product, formalde- 
.hyde, and the discovery by the zool- 
ogists and' bacteriologists that this 
new chemical was destructive of fun- 
gus and-bacterial life, the'oat smut 
prevention would have been impos- 
sible. Thus it is that to the chemist, 
the zoologist and bacteriologist, work- 
ing on the various problems of pure 
science ihe' Wisconsin farmers are 
indirectly indebted for the saving of 
over $5,000,000 a year. 
The College 


of Agriculture and the experiment 
stations are the indispensable means 
of applying these scientific discover- 
ies to the. practical problems. After 
the original application by the North 
Dakota experimenter of the scientific 
discoveries of the lation of formalde- 
hyde to fungus growth, the efforts of 
the Wisconsin College of Agriculture 
in conducting these experiments on a 
large scale, produced the great prac- 
'tical results. 
It was not, however, 


until the results of these experiments 
of the College of Agriculture were 
given to the hundreds of thousands 
of farmers of the state by means of 
the experimental 
station 
bulletins, 


that the experiments were of much 
practical importance to the agricul- 
tural interests of the state: but when 
once this information 
had 
been 


spread broadcast and was used by the 
farmers, the remarkable .practical re- 
sults involving the saving of over 
$40,000,000 was finally achieved.
